•Movements of troops 1 

Have Greatly Hindered Negotiations , 
Wuli Miss Stone’s Captors 
Sofia, Nov. 11.—Information has been 
received here from Deubnitz that the 
band of brigands holding captive Miss 
Ellen M. Stone, the American mission¬ 
ary, called about a fortnight ago at the 
village of Smetchevo and subsequently 
proceeded to the monastery at Rilo, but 
the movements of the troops compelled 
the brigands to flee toward the frontier, 
where they are now in hiding. It is also 
asserted that the brigands have recently 
been treating Miss Stone With more se¬ 
verity in order to exercise pressure and 
to compel a more .ready acceptance of 
their conditions. 

Consul General Dickinson is inflexible. 
He insists that the surrender of Miss 
Slone must precede or be simultaneous 
with the payment of the ransom, His 
attitude is justified by the known de¬ 
termination of some members of the 
band, particularly the captain, Ynnue 
Santdnsky, to kill Miss Stone and her 
companion so soon as the ransom is re¬ 
ceived, owing to the fact that the cap¬ 
tives have now acquired information 
concerning the secret committees. 

Competent persons, however, express 
the opinion that the cupidity of the 
brigands will overcome their fear of 
revelations, and all such aprove the dec¬ 
laration of Mr. Dickinson, 

Yesterday Mr. Dickinson made ener¬ 
getic representations to the Bulgarian 
government against the movements of 
troops, reproaching the officials with the 
fact that, notwithstanding their solemn 
promises to give him all assistance in 
tboir power, their action was embar¬ 
rassing the negotiations, retarding a set¬ 
tlement and placing in jeopardy the life 
of Miss Stone. 

He made a definite declaration that 
the Bulgarian govevnmeht would be 
held responsible for: the death of Miss 
stone and ail the consequences of uer 
death, should It fee preyed that the atti¬ 
tude of the Bulgarian government 
forced the brigands to kill their cap¬ 
tives.

The Democrats made gains iu the house 
and senate, the Boston delegation of 34 
representatives being the largest in the 
history of bte citjn The Republicans 
have 10 representatives from Boston. 

Elections iu states outside of Massa¬ 
chusetts and New York resulted in 
Democratic victories in live, while the 
Republicans won in six. 

The Republican victories were in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, New Jersey, Iowa, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island. 

Democratic victories—Maryland, Vir¬ 
ginia, Mississippi, Kentucky aud Col¬ 
orado. Ohio Republicans claim the elec¬ 
tion of Nash by 60,000 majority and both 
branches of the legislature will be 
strongly Republican. This means the 
election of Foraker to the United Slates 
senate. . 

In Maryland the Democratic victory 
means the return of Arthur Pue Gor¬ 
man to the senate. 

In Pennsylvania there were hut two 
state offices to be filled, treasurer and 
justice of the supreme court. Frank G. 
Harris, Republican, was elected to (he 
former office. William P. Potter, Re¬ 
publican, was elected supreme court 
justice. 

Iu Philadelphia the fight was particu¬ 
larly hot. District Attorney Rothermel

election, and he was endorsed by the 
municipal league.

Roosevelt's Southern Policy, 

Regardless of mere party consid¬ 
erations, President Roosevelt has 
determined to apply to the South 
his principle that the first consid¬ 
eration in appointing men to office 
must be their personal fitness, and 
the second must be their reason¬ 
able acceptability to the people of 
the neighborhood where their 
functions are to be performed. 
The first opportunity that present¬ 
ed itself for the exemplification of 
this principle was in Alabama. A 
vacancy had occurred through the 
death of a United States district 
judge. Although the judiciary 
should bo kept as much as possi¬ 
ble from mere party associations, 
it. has been the general rule for 
Presidents to fill vacancies on the 
federal bench with men belonging 
to their own political party. 
There were several Republican 
candidates for the vacant Alaba¬ 
ma judgeship, the most prominent 
of whom was the district attorney. 
Mr. Roosevelt, however, appointed 
a Democratic ex-Governor, the 
Hon. Thomas G. Jones. Mr. Jones 
is not a man of the extreme parti¬ 
san type, and he has shown him¬ 
self broad-minded and just in his 
attitude toward the education of 
the colored race and in his stern 
opposition to lynching. It is un¬ 
derstood that Mr. Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington, who is the most prominent 
colored Republican of the South, 
heartily concurred in the selection 
of ex-Governor Jones. Although 
the appointment was displeasing 
to certain organized groups of Re¬ 
publican politicians, there is am¬ 
ple reason for saying that it im¬ 
mensely strengthened the real and 
permanent interests of the Repub¬ 
lican party in the South. It does 
not mean, of course, that President 
Roosevelt intends to ignore exist¬ 
ing adherents of the Republican 
party in the Carolinas, Georgia, 
and the Gulf States; but he will 
consult local sentiment and will 
not appoint Republicans who do 
not command confidence and re¬ 
spect in their neighborhoods irre¬ 
spective of party consideration. 

In answer to those Republicans 
who say that this method will 
destroy the Republican party as 
now organized in the South, the 
reply might be made that perhaps 
destruction of the existing Repub¬ 
lican organization, at least in some 
Southern States, is the only possi¬ 
ble means by which a real and in¬ 
fluential Republican organization 
can be started. Doubtless, Mr. 
Roosevelt sees with perfect clear¬ 
ness the effect that his Southern 
policy might conceivably have up¬ 
on his future political fortunes. If 
he were merely planning to cap¬ 
ture the presidential nomination 
in 1904, nothing would be easier 
for him than to make Southern 
appointments in such a way as to 
secure for himself the entire mass 
of Southern Republican delegates. 
And it is, of co.urse, not impossi¬ 
ble that the course he has decid¬ 
ed to pursue may alienate the 
Southern delegations, which, ac¬ 
cordingly, may be purchased once 
and again in behalf of presidential 
candidates with long purses—as, 
everybody knows, has happened 
in times past. But considerations 
of this kind will not keep Mr. 
Roosevelt from doing what he be¬ 
lieves to be his duty to the South, 
and, in the long run, to the Repub¬ 
lican party, Since there was unan¬ 
imous agreement upon Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s renomination there was, 
of course, no struggle over the 
control of the Southern delegation 
in the last national convention, 
and there were no pledges to be 
kept as to appointments. Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s hands were free, and if 
he had lived his policy in South¬ 
ern appointments would have been 
shown to be not unlike that which 
Mr. Roosevelt is pursuing. Thus, 
the new President is hot departing 
essentially from the principle Mr. 
McKinley had adopted, notably In 
South Carolina and Louisana, and 
to some extent in other States.—

Boston, Nov. 11.—At thp Buggies 
Street Baptist church last evening the 
Rev.j A. O. Dixon, D. D., in his talk on 
current events, speaking of the presence 
pf Booker T. Washington at a dinner 
given by President Roosevelt, said that j 
in his opinion the president, by extend¬ 
ing this invitation, had committed the 
most stupendous political blunder of the 
last decade, because he had reopened 
,the race question throughout the south. 

Dr. Dixon said he believed the presi¬ 
dent had taken this step purely from 
noble and generous motives, but thought j 
that'it would take 10 years to overcome 
the effects of this incident. He said the 
south had bean thoroughly aroused and 
the negro question was more of a factor 
today than it had been for years. 

Dr. Dixon said that if Booker Wash¬ 
ington bad planned for the persecution 
of his race he could not have succeeded 
better than by attending this dinner. 

Dr. Dixon disclaimed any prejudice 
toward the negro. He stated that at 
some future time he should take occa¬ 
sion to “roast the people in , this city 
alive,” for their gross intolerance of the 
colored race, which was found not only 
in the church but in every walk of life.'

The Modern Menagerie. 

It is gratifying to note the ad¬ 
vance which has been made in the 
housing'and care of animals in 
menageries during the last twen¬ 
ty-five or thirty, years. Most of us 
can remember when the average 
animal in a “wild beastsShow” was 
doomed to lead a miserable life (of 
confinement in a small cage; and 
sometimes the attendants knew 
how the animals should be fed and 
cared for, and sometimes they did 
not. 

In most large city menageries 
this has been changed. The Zoo¬ 
logical Park at Washington is al¬ 
most an ideal place for such a col¬ 
lection of animals. In the first 
place, it is large. The park covers 
a tract of ground sufficiently diver¬ 
sified in character to give each 
animal a place suited to its habits, 
with room for a commodious house 
or kennel and a large yard. The 
bears have their rocky caves; the 
buffalo own a section of a consid¬ 
erable hill; the monkeys, parrots 
and other tropical animals are 
housed in a building big enough to 
permit good ventilation; and the 
raccoons have a large dead hollow 
tree with many branches all to 
themselves. There is a large creek 
where the elephants can be led 
down to bathe and while the place 
is near enough to the city to be 
easily accessible, it is not near 
enough to be the daily resort of 
mere curiosity-seekers, who might 
find their chief pleasure in tor¬ 
menting the animals.

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A Ride Through Hartford. 

On Saturday, Oct, 28, the weath¬ 
er and other conditions being fa¬ 
vorable, I saw the realization of an 
unfulfilled wish, that of a visit to 
the old historic city of Hartford, 
Conn, 

Riding leisurely along the high 
way from East Hartford, I found 
time to recall many events con 
necled with its earliest permanent 
settlement, which was effected in 
1635, by a colony from Cambridge, 
Mass., then called .Newtown, which 
last was also applied to the new 
settlement until 1636, when it was 
formally named Hartford in hon¬ 
or of Rev. Samuel Stone, promi¬ 
nent among the first settlers, and 
who was born in Hartford. Eng¬ 
land. 

This locality for many years 
after, was called “Suckiang” by 
the Indians, who very reluctantly 
relinquished their claim to the 
hunting and fishing lands adja¬ 
cent to the “Quamecticut,” or long 
river. 

I thought of the Charter Oak, 
that safe receptacle of the first 
charter granted, the little colony, 
and the ingenious scheme which 
led to its preservation until the 
reign of the good William and 
Mary who indulgently sanctioned 
its restoration and use. This 
charter continued the only frame¬ 
work of government for Connecti 
cut until 1818, when the present 
constitution of the State was 
adopted. 

I recalled, too, that the famous 
author and lexicographer, Noah 
Webster, first saw the Jight in this 
city, and the culmination of his 
stupendous labors presented to my 
mind the Unabridged Dictionary so 
long the standard for most institu¬ 
tions of learning. Here, also, since 
early manhood, was the home of 
the intrepid and unconquerable, 
Gen. Israel Putnam, whose ex¬ 
ploits filled my childish imagina¬ 
tion with admiration whenever re¬ 
lated. Nor did I forget that Hart¬ 
ford was the home of Charles Dud¬ 
ley Warner, whose, “My Summer 
in a Garden,” has delighted so 
many lovers of nature and philo¬ 
sophical speculation, and whose 
‘‘Winter on the Nile” was suggest¬ 
ed to my mind as we crossed the 
placid waters of the Connecticut, 
which marked our entrance to the 
city and put an end to all further 
cogitations. I will add here that 
in addition to Mr. Warner’s labors 
on The Hartford Courant, and 
other literary work, his name is 
seen on the board of park commis¬ 
sioners, where his influence is 
very perceptible in the interests 
of “The City of Parks.” 

On entering the city, we find it 
divided by Park River, which is 
spanned by thirteen or fourteen 
bridges at suitable intervals, the 
cost of which is enormous. That 
across the Connecticut is more 
than one thousand feet in length; 
and If, as I understood, it was the 
Ohe built in 1809, the cost was over 
?t25,000. 

It is said, the water level of 
Hartford is but three feet above 
the level of Long Island Sound. 
Its mean temperature, according 
to Smithsonian estimates, is 50°, 
Identical with that of Springfield, 
Ill., Nashyille? Tenth, and Omaha, 
Neb. 

The streets of Hartford are wide 
and perfectly clean, and in the 
residential portions, bordered with 
elms. They have constant care 
through the day aiid the crossings, 
which are at the most convenient 
intervals, are 'as a rule, devoid of 
of all inequalities. I think as¬ 
phalt is largely used in finish on 
the paved streets which are re¬ 
markably long and straight in 
many cases. 

The public parks in Hartford, of 
Which there are six in number as 
being most worthy of notice, are 
systematically arranged and locat¬ 
ed for the advantage of the Whole 
city, the central and most promi¬ 
nent being RUShnell Park, which 
with Central Park, Now York city, 
has the distinction of being the 
oldest public park of any promi¬ 
nence in the United States, and 
was named in honor of Rev. Hor¬ 
ace Bushnoll as originator in part, 
and an active worker in further¬ 
ance Of the plan to establish a cen¬ 
tral pleasure,, ground and park for 
the city. It embraces forty-eight 
and one-half acres Of land, the 
State Capitol standing on its high¬ 
est elevation. 

Riverside Park having been 
passed on first entering the city, 
we will next mention Koney Park, 
which wo did not erf , ^ut learn¬ 
ed from our guide s * < afterwards 


a tract of six hundred acres 
donated to the city of Hartford 
by Henry Keney, a prominent 
morcbaut of the city. This is by 
considerable the most extensive 
park belonging to the system; 
and it has been the intention of 
the giver, as well as those haying 
the matter in charge, that every 
one of its features should, as far as 
possible, appear conformable to 
the natural outlines of the land 
scape, as also were the following 
plants, trees and shrubs selected 
with the same careful regard to 
adaptation to the soil, thus giving 
a perfect representation of nature. 
Think of it I Seventy acres devot¬ 
ed to the growth and culture of 
Meadow Sweet, Hardback, Wild 
Rose, Arbutus, Checkerberry, Lau 
rel and scores of different kinds 
besides, all native productions. It 
would, perhaps, make my paper 
too long were I to describe other 
sections of this park. Overlook 
Hill, The Wading Pool for chil¬ 
dren, Ten Mile Woods, Gully 
Brook aDd numerous other little 
resorts where visitors may find 
rest or recreation, comprise but a 
small proportion of its varied at¬ 
tractions. 

Southwest of Keney Park, on 
the high ground of Prospect Ave¬ 
nue, is Elizabeth Park, that con¬ 
tains one hundred acres, which 
was the gift of Hon. Charles M. 
Pond, and so named in memory 
of his wife, Elizabeth Pond. This 
estate was formerly the Pond 
homestead and the generous con¬ 
tributions made by its former 
owner for improvements and ad¬ 
ditional attractions, have produc 
ed charming results, and won the 
distinction of being considered the 
gem of Hartford parks. 

Pope Park, located southwest of 
the center of the city, comprises 
about ninety acres of land in a 
manufacturing district. It was 
the gift of Col. Albert A. Pope, the 
well known bicycle manufacturer, 
Who, though a resident of Boston, 
on account of his business inter¬ 
ests in this place, has been awak- 
oned to its needs and generously 
contributed this tract of land on 
the southeasterly side of Park 
River for the gratification of the 
factory employes and the embel¬ 
lishment of the city. Like the 
other parks it has many and var¬ 
ied attractions, although the abun¬ 
dance of trees and water constitute 
its chief charm. It is yet to be 
completed. 

South Park, the sixth in the sys¬ 
tem of parks belonging to Hart¬ 
ford, contains two hundred acres, 
and though still uncompleted, 
strongly resembles Keney Park, to 
which it is next in size. The aim 
of the commissioners seems to 
be, as in the other, to keep as close 
to the heart of nature as possible. 

Though unable for the want of 
time aud strength to visit each of 
the parks mentioned, by dint of 
questioning and reference to my 
guide book, with the information 
furnished by my escort, I, learned 
sufficient to enable me to under¬ 
stand and appreciate their many 
attractions which I hope will also 
interest and benefit others. Be¬ 
side these principal parks, there 
are in many parts of the city small 
park areas ur “squares” which af¬ 
ford resting places in summer and 
give breathing space as well as 
change of scene. 

On turning the corner of Ely and 
entering Main St., we observe the 
Keney Memorial Clock Tower, 
handsomely and substantially 
built of brown stone, and one hun¬ 
dred and thirty feet in height. It 
stands iu the rear of the house in 
Which Henry and Walter Keney, 
Hartford’s generous benefactors, 
Were born. The clock is furnished 
with a chime of the most exquisite¬ 
ly toned bells which mark the four 
divisions of the hour, and were 
chiming for 2 o’clock as we passed. 
The grounds around the towor are 
artistically laid oht with flowers 
and ornamental shrubbery.

Boston, Nov, 11.—Senator Lodge was 
the principal attraction at a dinner of 
the Middlesex club held at Young’s 
hotel Saturday afternoon for the pur¬ 
pose of celebrating the recent election. 
The announcement that Mr. Lodge 
was to take advantage of the occasion, 
bis first opportunity for public utterance 
since his return from abroad, and since 
the change of the administration at 
Washington, to deliver a somewhat ex¬ 
tended address, which, on account of 
bis close personal relations with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, it was anticipated would 
be especially important and timely, - 
served as a magnet to attract an ex¬ 
ceptionally large gathering of the club 
membership. 

The principal points in Mr. Lodge’s 
speech pertained to the questions of 
reciprocity, the development of an 
American merchant mnriue, the con¬ 
struction of the isthmian canal, the 
maintenance of the Monrpe doctrine 
and the establishment of a navy of in¬ 
creased strength. With reference to. 
reciprocity, he declared that it was an 
integral part of the protective system, 
a fact which'he said should not be lost 
sight of. He asserted that free trade 
England, for example, cannot make 
reciprocal arrangements with other na¬ 
tions; because she has nothing to give, 
lie argued that, while practically every¬ 
body agreed as to the desirability of an 
effective reciprocity policy, the people 
should not forget the practical difficul¬ 
ties which confront congress in perfect¬ 
ing the details of such an arrangement, 
which, he intimated, might be better 
perfected by a general law than by 
treaties. 

Applause greeted the senator’s inter¬ 
esting declaration: “I do notthinkany 
duty ought ever to have been imposed 
upon hides;” 

“I do not regard it as a protective 
duty,” lie continued, “and I think it was 
laid in deference to a mistaken senti¬ 
ment. Nevertheless, there are sections 
of the country which attach much im¬ 
portance to that duty, and other sec-, 
tions of the country^atfach equal im¬ 
portance on the duty on wool.” Reduc¬ 
tions in the duties on hides and wool, 
he thought it “needless for me to sny, 
would be, in themselves, entirely agree¬ 
able to me and all New England repre¬ 
sentatives.” 

In discussing the necessity for up¬ 
building the merchant marine of the 
United States, lie alluded to the en¬ 
couragement given ship builders abroad, 
which caused Americans to go there to 
build ships, adding: “We must give our 
merchant marine the same encourage¬ 
ment and protection which other na¬ 
tions give to theirs. We should put them 
on an equality. We must enable them 
to meet foreign subsidies and the 
greater cheapness of foreign labor. I 
believe this can be done, rand I do no-t 
think there is any more important duty 
incumbent upon congress than to pass 
a bill which shall aid'and build up our 
merchant marine. 

“With the enlarged commerce which J 
believe the coming years are to bring 
under wise legislation, it becomes more 
than ever important that we should have 
the isthmian canal. 

“I believe from what little I know, 
that we shall have a treaty with Eng¬ 
land at the coming session which will 
remove, honorably for both nations, 
whatever obstacles now exist to the 
building of the canal In the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. If such a treaty is sub¬ 
mitted to us by the president there is no 
more pressing duty than Its immediate 
ratification, to be followed at once by 
the passage of the canal bill.
